academy athletic field. In this tent 
there was an ample platform, and 
tem porary seats were arranged to 
take care of all who attended. The 
first session was held on a bleak Oc­ 
tober afternoon, with the tem pera­ 
ture hovering close to 50. and with 
a high wind blowing. 
The presiding officer at the first 
session called for volunteers to get 
stoves. 
After about two hours two 
men carried a tiny egg stove into 
the tent, and soon a bright fire w,i>. 
blazing on the grate, and amoke 
whirled merrily out of the chimney. 
"Thank you, gentlemen.” the chair­ 
m an of the meeting said, ’but u n ­ 
less you can get fifty such stoves 
we will have to meet elsewhere.” 
And so th a t evening the delegates 
came into the town and the various 
churches were opened to them . So 
great was the crowd, however, that 
they could not all be accommodated 
in one place. Evening sessions were 
held in the College Lutheran church 
and

.same speakers at St. Jam es’ church. 
Expect 2000 Delegates 
This year the delegates will find

The singing was led 
by W G Landes, a handsome man 
and one who could sway the large 
audience as he directed many of the 
finest hym ns of the church. Doctor 
Landes is now general secretary of 
the New York State Council of Re­ 
ligious Education. 
He is keenly in ­ 
terested in Sunday school work now, 
as always, and only last week was in 
York to deliver an address on "A 
Crisis in C haracter.” General How­ 
ard was always an impressive figure 
and he carried his audience with 
him in his account of the Battle of 
Gettysburg which he followed with 
an earnest plea for m ilitant C hristi­ 
anity. 
After the address many of the 
prom inent figures on the platform 
took part in a “season of sentence 
prayer,” a feature of religious m eet­ 
ings a quarter century ago which is 
now apparently dying out.

Four-Point Plan Ready 
Representative Patman, democrat, 
Texas, a leader in the movement, 
appeared satisfied to drop the mat­ 
ter after the committee adopted a 
resolution urging cancellation of in­ 
terest on loans already made by 
veterans 
against 
their 
adjusted 
compensation certificates. 
Passed unanimously by the le­ 
gions rehabilitation committee, a 
four-point program for aiding ex- 
service men—a plan drafted by a 
national committee and already ap­ 
proved by forty-three state depart- 
ments—was ready to be placed be­ 
fore the convention today. 
Except for declaring every ex- 
service man entitled to federal hos­ 
pitalization at any time and for any 
cause, the program deals only with 
those veterans whose ailments date 
back to injuries suffered or diseases 
contracted during actual military 
service.

No provision is made for compen­ 
sation payments to veterans beset 
by illness, injuries or economic trou­ 
bles since the end of the war. Un­ 
der tile plan, free hospitalization 
.would be the only government grant 
to them. 
However, for those wounded, in- 
pured or diseased in military service, 
the plan would restore all benefits 
removed or reduced under the econ­ 
omy act of last March, which trim­ 
med $300,000,000 a year from such 
payments. 
Widows 
and 
orphans 
likewise would be provided for as 
they were prior to the economy act.

Airplanes And Submarines Join 
In Mo c k A t t a c k On Warships 


Naval drill grounds, off southern 
California, Oct. 5 
(AP)—The two 
most insidious forces of naval war­ 
fare—airplanes 
and 
submarines^- 
joined Tuesday in a mock attack 
against the main battle strength 
of the American navy. 
This encounter, a short distance 
south of Catalina island, marked 
the opening of three days of tactical 
exercises of 120 war vessels and 250 
aircraft of the fleet. 
Twelve superdreadnaughts moved 
Into the zero zone cleared for ac- 
n, flanked by a scouting battle 
*e of light cruisers, covering all 
quarters of the moving armada. 
Between the light cruisers and the 
main battle line and beyond the 
scouting cruisers darted squadrons 
of destroyers, moving in a weaving 
screen to safeguard the battle force 
from the torpedo attack of the un­ 
derseas craft. 
Far astern of the battle line and 
widely separated, were the two air­ 
craft carriers. Saratoga and Lex­ 
ington, each protected by screening 
destroyers. 
From out of nowwhere came the 
raid, the flying squadrons of the 


attacking force swooping down upon 
the battle force cruiser guard and 
cutting them off with smoke screens 
to pave the way for the underseas 
attack, 
The result of the raid naval ex­ 
perts will discuss later, the actual 
tactics involved being naval secrets. 
The afternoon was spent in the 
reforming of lines by the scouting 
fleet, under command of Vice-Ad­ 
miral Frank H. Brumby, and the 
battle force, under Admiral Joseph 
M. Reeves. 
A night battle marked the second 
phase of the exercises.

WARM WINTERS 


FIND EVIDENCE 


EARLY INDIANS 


Excavations 
In 
Bradford 
County Reveal Early 
Indian Life. 


Weather Bureau Reports In­ 
dicate Severe And Mild Win­ 
ters Travel In Cycles.

W ashington (AP)—W hen g rand­ 
pa tells how the winters were colder 
and the snows deeper in his day. 
it’s more than just hazy memory. 
It’s a fact. 
W inters now aren’t as cold as they 
used to be, says. J. B Kincer, clim a­ 
tological expert of the weather bu­ 
reau. 
In fact, they’ve been growing 
warmer for more than 20 years. 
Mild Winter Probable 
“We are now in the m idst of a 
period of abnormal warm th,” 
Mr. 
Kincer goes on, “which has been 
coming upon us gradually for years.” 
Judging from this warm trend, he 
sees another mild winter as prob­ 
able. 
Though winters have been grow­ 
ing warm er for many years, they 
are the most finicky of the four sea­ 
sons. A cold winter may pop up u n ­ 
expectedly In the midst of several 
warm ones. 
For example, whereas 
last w inter was mild in accordance 
with the trend, the coldest officially 
recorded tem perature 
in 
United 
States history was registered 
in 
February in Yellowstone 
national 
park—66 degrees below zero. 
But, regardless of reports of wild 
fowl flying south early, of squirrels 
laying up unusually large stores of 
nuts and the hair growing thick 
on rabbits, the weather bureau pins 
its faith to pendulum-like swings of 
clim ate recorded during the past 
IOO years, moving first in the warm 
direction, then in the cold.

swing back to cold weather. 
Eighteen of the last 21 winters at 
W ashington. D. C., have been w ann­ 
er th an normal. All of the last 13 
there have been mild. The warmest 
winter in more than IOO years was 
th at of 1931-32. This contrasts, for 
example, with 19 typical winters of 
“G randpa s day”—1854-1873—all 
of 
which were colder 
than 
norm al. 
T hat of 1855-56 was tile coldest in 
IOO years oi weather bureau records. 
All four seasons have been grow­ 
ing warmer for a long period, rec­ 
ords show.

New York—Jan Gay, a Germ an 
girl who was reared in the middle- 
west. went abroad in 1931 and made 
some “casual observations” of the 
nudists’ movement

So many persons wTrote to her,

Such a .secluded retreat it is, with 
its lovely hills and trees, th a t no 
one may see, from any public high­ 
way or adjoining property, 
what 
goes on in the colony. 
This par­ 
ticular camp has had no trouble 
with the law, and is not a parade 
ground for sensational “cultists.” 
As Miss Gay explains it, it is a 
place where one m ay enjoy the out- 
of-doors to the fullest extent. She 
simply 
calls 
it the Out-of-Door 
Club. There are no fandangles and 
it is not at all obligatory th a t every 
visitor to the cam p go about sans 
clothes. 


Gay, because—well, you know how 
it is. The wide world is not exactly 
converted to nudism, so far. 


Just a Summer Colony 
The behavior of persons at this 
camp is no different from the be­ 
havior of persons at any other sum ­ 
mer colony of corresponding price 
range and accomm odations — with 
the pronounced exception th at here 
some of the guests take off their 
clothes when they so please;
